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Drawings 

1 . The replacement drawings filed September 26, 2007 are objected to because they fail to 
show the maximum joint angle 0 recited in claim 6, line 35. At best, the drawings show the joint 
angle at its minimum value (see "the joint angle is 0 degrees" at page 10, line 17). In the 
amendment filed September 26, 2007, applicant argues that the angle 9 need not be shown 
because is it "is the sum of D theta, L, and S". The argument is nonsensical. The single 
dimension variables D(9), L and S cannot sum up to equal a two dimensional angle. 

2. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Response to Amendment 

3. The amendment filed September 26, 2007 directs that changes be made to the 
specification at paragraphs "[0060]" and "[0061]". However, the specification contains 
paragraphs numbered only to 0044. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in 
the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. Claim 6, lines 22, 23 & 35 
recite the limitation, "9" which is supposed to indicate "a required maximum joint angle". 
However, the specification fails to teach how to determine such an angle. Applicant does not 
even appear to understand how the angle 0 is determined given his argument in the amendment 
filed September 26, 2007 that the angle is a summation of three lengths, D(0), L and S. 

6. Claims 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for . 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

a. Claim 6, lines 24-29 recites that each of the dependent variables Wl & W2 is 
measured from the center of the cylindrical surface 1 8a to one end of the cylindrical 
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surface 18a, That means each of Wl & W2 must be equal to 14 of the total length of the 
cylindrical surface 18a. Thus Wl - W2. However, in lines 24-29, the variables Wl and 
W2 are recited as having values that would not necessarily be equal to each other. The 
amendment filed September 26, 2007 neither obviates this rejection nor provides 
arguments for overcoming same. 

b. Claim 6 recites the limitations "the uppermost load concentration position" and 
"the lowermost concentration position" in lines 31 & 32. There is insufficient antecedent 
basis for these limitations in the claim. 

c. Claim 6 recites the limitations "the uppermost load concentration position" and 
"the lowermost concentration position" in lines 31 & 32, but does not identify to what 
element(s) these positions pertain.
